Very Well Pleased With Treatment 
Recelved and Good Prospects 
In Canada 

In a recent letter to the Newark 
|Advertiser, Nottingham, England, 
| Mrs. F. V, Chapman, who came to Can- 
jada under the British family farm set- 
tlement scheme and settled at Don- 
alda, Alberta, last spring, tells of her

Loss of Weight In Rali and Ocean 
Shipping 

The superintendent (Mr. W. H. Fair- 
field), of the Lethbridge, Alta., Do- 
minion experimental station has been 
keeping tab on the shrinking of cattle 
in rail and ocean shipping. He rec- 
ords in his report for 1924 that fat cat- 
tle lose more than thinner cattle; that 
the short-keep lost 38 Ibs. per steer 
from Lethbridge to Moose Jaw, or 2.9 
per cent.; that from 
Winnipeg the loss per steer was 43 Ibs., 
or 3.3 per cent.; and from Lethbridge 
to Montreal, 88 lbs., or 6.7 per cent., 
while the feeders on the loss from 
Lethbridge to Moose Jaw was 28 Ibs. 
per head, o' 2.2 per cent.; from Leth- 
bridge to (Winnipeg, 26 lbs., or 2.1 per 


Jeent., and from Lethbridge to Mon- 


treal, 68 lbs per head, or.5.4 per cent. 
During ocean travel the loss was very 
light. The short-keeps tost 36 lbs. per 
head, or 2.8 per cent. on the ocean 
and the feecers, 30 lbs. per head, or 
2.4 percent, The former sold in lng- 
land at a total loss in weight of 98 lbs.

Fish-Farming In Europe 


Germany Goes In For This Industry 
On Large Scale 

Great Britain is almost the only 

country where fish-farming .is practi- 
‘cally unknown. 
It is true that’ there are excellent 
;trout and salmon hatcheries, but these 
}are run only for the sake of re-stock- 
{ing waters for sport. 

Germany goes in for eel-farming on 
a large scale, and before the war the 
/Germans bought huge quantities of 
elvers, or young eels, in England. Ep- 
ney, on the Severn, was their source 
}of supply, and in four years they took 
seventeen million eel fry from this 
place to their own fish farms, 

The most up-to-date eel farm in the 
world is at Neilsen, on the Danish 
island of Zealand, where an artificial 
lake of nearly five hundred acres has 
been formed and stocked with eels. 
Pumps have been set up to pump the 
salt water from the bay close by into 
the lake, and a special passage is ar- 
ranged with fresh water flowing out 
of it to attract the elvers or young 
eels from the sea,

A Fundamental. Geographical Truth 
That the Earth is Spherical 

Every western farmer, school teach- 
;er and student should be interested in 
jthe answer to the above question, for 
\{t emphasizes the fundamental geo- 
;gsraphical truth that the earth is 
spherical. Y 

According to the topographical sur- 
|vey, department of the interior, Ot- 
tawa, all north and south township 
and section lines are theoretically 
{meridians and therefore would meet 
at the forth pole. From the base 
lines the meridional outlines of town- 
|ships are surveyed 12 miles south and 
2 miles north to the correction lines. 
(Due to the convergence, the breadth 
of a township on the south side of a 


;correction line is about 120 feet less 


and on the north side about 120 feet 
greater than at a base line. This 
gives a jog on the correction line ot 
about 240 feet at the west side of 
}range 1, or about 7,200 fect, that is 
over a mile, at a distance of 30 ranges 
from an initlal meridian.

'Oslo, Norway, that the Norweglan 
cabinet had voted to tear down all the 
fortresses that Norway had built along 
}the Swedish bordef. i: 

That is a sane example that ought 
to spread, 

These syinbols of enmity go down 
| because enmity has passed out of the 
hearts of Swedes and Norwegians. 
They find that their old hatred was 
needless and foolish, ahd that they 
can live side by side as friends and 
both be much happler and far better 
off. 

So, naturally, they do away with the 
worse than waste of these frowning 
fortresses, and in the same motion 
the Norwegian Government cuts its 
military budget by two million kroner, 

That 1s only part of Europe, of 
course, and the fortresses to be razed 
are only a small proportion of those 
that still stand threateningly across 
international borders. 

But new forts are not being built 
—for one reason because they have 
ceased to have much yalue, but for 
another and greater reason: that at 
last it can be said, for the first time 
in recorded listory, that the weight 
of the world’s thinking Is toward peace 
instead of toward war. New forts 
are not being built, and some forts, at 
/least, are being torn down. Even a 
little of this is great news for a world 
{that needs just this kind of news so 
much, 

When furope gets to the point 
where it can point to international 
j boundaries like that between Canada 
and the United States, which winds its 
way threo thousand miles over lakes 
jand prairies and mountains with uc 
terly no forts and battleships, or guns
